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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

In line 3, "disclosed" is a phrase, which can be implied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gerd-AIbrecht (DE 196 47 515 Al). 

Gerd-Albrecht discloses a method of mounting a wind turbine comprising steps of 
removably mounting a wind turbine support 1, 2, 3, 4 on the tower 8, positioning a wind turbine 
on the turbine support, moving the wind turbine to an upper end of the tower, securing the 
turbine to the tower, moving the wind turbine support downward and removing the support from 



the tower. 
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Re claim 6, the transporting the turbine support to another tower is inherent to the 
disclosed structure. 

4. Claims 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Abe (US 4,311,434). 
Abe discloses the method as claimed: mounting a wind turbine support 7 removably 

movably mounted on the tower 1 and being vertically movable on the tower. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on January 23, 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. As clearly shown and described by Abe the turbine support may be moved and 
removed from the tower top and than vertically movably mounted on the tower. Therefore, Abe 
disclosed system meets all the limitations of claim 5. 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 64 and 6 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
